Committee  To  Recommend 
Two  New  Seminories 
Favors  Howard  College  Plan 

Establishment  of  two  new  seminar¬ 
ies.  one  In  the  East  and  one  in  the 
West  will  be  recommended  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  the 
Oklahoma  City  meeting  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Theological  Education. 

The  report  of  the  committee  sets 
forth  many  salient  facts  about  the 
three  seminaries  now  operated  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Lack 
of  space  prevents  printing  the  report 
in  full.  After  setting  forth  the  many 
facts  and  recommendations  submit¬ 
ted  to  the  committee  by  means  of  a 
questionnaire  which  was  sent  to  the 
■eminary  faculties,  students,  alumni 
*nd  trustees,  the  committee  reached 
10  conclusions  and  made  12  recom¬ 
mendations.  The  conclusions  and  rec¬ 
ommendations  are  briefly  stated  be¬ 
low:

Mississippi  Leads 
In  Pastors  Salaries 

For  many  years,  the  average  an¬ 
nual  salary  paid  pastors  of  full-time, 
quarter-time,  and  half-time  church¬ 
es  has  been  estimated  from  a  select¬ 
ed  group  of  associations.  The  com¬ 
plete  tabulation  of  the  salary  paid  by 
every  church  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  made  this  year  by  church 
groups  shows  that  the  sample  reflect¬ 
ed  largely  the  better  organized 
churches  paying  a  larger  salary. 

The  average  annual  salary  paid  by 
the  12,333  full-time  churches  in  1948 
was  actually  $2,139.  compared  with 
the  $2,636  estimated  in  1947.  Outside

Judge  Bars  143  Catholic  Teachers 
From  New  t\Aex\con  Schools 


SANTA  FE,  N.  M.-(RNS)— District 
Judge  E.  T.  Hensley,  in  a  written 
Judgment  here,  barred  143  Roman 
Catholic  nuns,  brothers,  and  priests 
from  public  school  teaching  posts  in 
New  Mexico.  His  ruling  also  prohibited 
the  holding  of  tax-supported  school 
classes  In  buildings  owned  by  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church. 

-The  written  Judgment  supplement¬ 
ed  an  oral  decision  from  the  bench 
on  Oct.  7  In  which  Judge  Hensley 
ruled  that  “there  Is  no  separation  of 
Church  and  State”  In  some  New  Mexi¬ 
co  public  schools,  thus  violating  the 


state  and  national  constitutions. 

At  that  time  he  indicated  that  his 
written  Judgment,  to  be  released  later, 
would  rule  "generally  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiffs,”  a  group  of  Protestants 
seeking  to  bar  Roman  Catholic  teach¬ 
ing  in  the  New  Mexico  schools.  Har¬ 
ry  L.  Bigbee,  of  Santa  Fe.  brought 
the  suit  on  behalf  of  twenty-eight 
Protestant  residents  of  seven  coun¬ 
tries' 

The  written  Judgment  decided  a 
wide  range  of  questions  left  unsettled 
by  the  verbal  decision.  One  of  the

Payment  by  the  state  of  persons 
teaching  sectarian  doctrines. 

The  ruling  also  stated  that  the  MI 
garbed  Catholic  teachers  who  taught 
in  the  twenty-eight  schools  “be  for¬ 
ever  barred  from  receiving  any  school 
monies  and  employment  in  the  public 
schools  of  this  state.”

Davis  Lee,  Negro, 

Has  Good  Article 

Davis  Lee,  Negro  publisher  of  the 
Newark  Telegraph,  recently  returned 
from  an  extensive  tour  of  the  South. 
Because  of  his  personal  observations 
and  studies,  he  writes  with  a  degree 
of  authority.  He  says: 

‘The  whites  in  the  South  stay  with 
their  own  and  the  Negroes  do  like¬ 
wise.  This  one  fact  has  been  the  eco¬ 
nomic  salvation  of  the  Negro  in  the 
South.  Atlanta,  Ga.,  compares  favor¬ 
ably  with  Newark  in  size  and  popula¬ 
tion.  Negroes  there  own  and  control 
millions  of  dollars’  worth  of  business. 
AH  of  the  Negro  business  in  New  Jer¬ 
sey  will  not  amount  to  as  much  as  our 
race  has  in  one  city  in  Georgia.  This 
!•  also  true  in  South  Carolina  and 
Virginia. 

“New  Jersey  today  boasts  of  more 
etvil  rights  legislation  than  any  other 
State  In  the  Union,  and  the  State 
government  itself  practices  more  dis¬ 
crimination  than  Virginia,  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  South  Carolina  or  Georgia. 

No  matter  what  a  Negro  wants  to  do, 
he  can  do  it  in  the  south.  In  Spartan¬ 
burg  S.  C.,  a  young  Negro  operates  a 
large  funeral  home,  taxicab  business, 
a  filling  station,  grocery  store,  has 
several  buses  and  runs  a  large  farm 
and  night  club.  This  Negro  could  not 
do  all  that  in  New  Jersey  or  New  York. 

“The  only  bus  line  operated  by  Ne¬ 
groes  is  in  the  South.  The  Safe  Bus 
Company  in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C., 
owns  and  operates  over  a  hundred.  If 
a  Negro  in  New  Jersey  or  New  York 
had  the  money  and  attempted  to  ob¬ 
tain  a  franchise  to  operate  a  line,  he 
would  not  only  be  turned  down,  but 
would  be  lucky  If  he  did  not  get  a  bul¬ 
let  in  the  back. 

"Naturally  Southerners  are  resent¬ 
ful  when  the  North  attempts  to  ram  a 
ehril  right  program  down  their  throats. 

.  .  .  Both  the  white  and  the  colored 
people  *of  the  Nation  must  come  to 
understand,  and  quickly,  that  much  of 
the  agitation  attempting  to  break  up 
their  friendship  and  cordial  relations 
is  inspired  by  persons  at  home  and 
abroad,  who  have  no  Interest  what¬ 
ever  in  seeing  Southern  whites  and 
Negroes  march  toward  a  firmer  econ¬ 
omic  base  and  to  higher  standards  of 
living  .for  both  races.”  —  Vaughn’t 
Family  Visitor.

The  church  plant  has  been  im¬ 
proved  with  the  addition  of  two  Sun¬ 
day  school  rooms  and  a  kitchen.

These  are  good  days  to  remember 
the  statement  in  Ecclesiastes,  "He 
that  observeth  the  wind  shall  not  sow 
and  he  that  regardeth  the  clouds  shall 
not  reap.”  Secretary  Baker  J.  Cau- 
then  writes  In  his  March  report  to 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  as  he  tells 
of  precarious  conditions  in  China. 

Christian  work  Is  continuing  with 
little  interference  In  Communist-held 
territory  In  China.  Foreign  activity 
seems  to  be  largely  Ignored  by  the 
new  officials.  However,  there  is  a  gen¬ 
eral  feeling  of  tension  and  caution 
for  fear  that  the  new  attitude  is 
merely  a  preliminary  stage  preceding 
characteristically  harsh  methods  of 
dealing  with  the  public. 

Very  little  relocation  of  missionar¬ 
ies  has  been  necessary  within  the 
past  month.  8chools  are  operating  in 
Kaifeng  and  are  being  reopened  In 
Yangchow.  Dr.  A.  W.  Yocum  Is  con¬ 
tinuing  his  work  In  Chengchow.

Chicago  Invites 
1950  SBC  Convention 

PROMISES  5,000  ROOMS 

On  behalf  of  the  600  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Churches  of  Illinois,  the  Illinois 
Baptist  State  Association  Is  extending 
an  Invitation  to  the  Southern  Bap 
tist  Convention  to  hold  Is  1950  ses 
sion  In  the  city  of  Chicago,  according 
to  an  announcement  by  Dr.  Noel  U 
Taylor,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
State  Association. 

Chief  among  the  Inducements  whicl 
Illinois  Baptists  have  to  offer  th< 
convention  In  this  invitation  Is  the 
fact  that  already  the  Chicago  Conven 
tlon  Bureau  and  the  Oreater  Chicago 
Hotel  Association  have  given  assur 
ance  of  a  block  of  5,000  hotel  rooms  for 
the  convention  If  It  comes  to  Chicago 

Frank  O.  Powers,  Assistant  to  the 
President  of  the  Chicago  Convention 
Bureau,  has  promised  that  the  5,000 
rooms  will  be  grouped  In  eight  ho¬ 
tels,  all  In  walking  distance  of  each 
other.  Four  hotels  will  provide  3,700 
of  the  rooms,  with  the  Stephens  fur¬ 
nishing  1,300  rooms;  Palmer  House 
1,000;  Morrison  800  and  the  Congress 
600. 

The  first  suggestion  of  Chicago  as 
a  meeting  place  for  the  1950  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  came  from  Dr. 
Roy  S.  Hollomon,  Pastor  of  the  Ex¬ 
change  Avenue  Church  of  Oklahoma 
City,  who  called  attention  to  the  tre¬ 
mendous  problem  of  finding  a  city 
with  hotel  facilities  .adequate  to  house 
the  ever  Increasing  multitudes  who 
attend  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion. 

Dr.  Hollomon  pointed  out  that  for 
the  1949  session  of  the  convention  the 
hotels  of  Oklahoma  City  have  made 
610  rooms  available.  During  the  month 
of  February  alone,  the  entertainment 
committee  received  5.250  requests  for 
hotel  accommodations,  and  an  addi¬ 
tional  2,000  requests  are  anticipated 
before  the  convention  .meets.  The 
committee  In  Oklahoma  City  is  ffcced 
with  the  embarrassing  situation  of 
having  610  hotel  rooms  with  which 
to  meet  7,000  requests. 

Dr.  Taylor  points  out  that  Chicago 
Is  the  only  city  In  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  which  can  meet  such 
a  tremendous  demand  for  hotel  ac¬ 
commodations.  Chicago  has  the  larg¬ 
est  hotel  In  the  world,  the  Stephens, 
which  has  promised  a  block  of  1,300 
rooms  for  the  convention. 

Chicago  Is  within  far  easier  reach 
of  the  whole  of  the  convention  than 
Is  Miami,  Washington,  Baltimore,  New 
Orleans  or  San  Antonio.  Being  one 
of  the  great  railroad  centers  of  the 
world  Chicago  has  excellent  train 
service  from  all  directions. 

Illinois  Baptists  maintain  that  Chi¬ 
cago,  a  metropolis  of  almost  five  mil¬ 
lion  population,  the  second  largest 
city  In  America.  Is  better  prepared  to 
entertain  the  annual  gathering  of 
Southern  Baptists  than  any  other  city 
within  the  convention. 


SEMINARY  CLOSEST  HOME 

By  J.  E.  Dillard 

Our  three  Southern  Baptist  semi¬ 
naries  have  students  from  38  states 
and  eight  foreign  countries. 

Sixty  per  cent  of  the  enrollment  of 
the  New  Orleans  Seminary  comes 
from  three  nearby  states. 

The  Southern  Seminary  enrolls 
more  than  56  per  cent  of  Its  students 
from  six  nearby  states  and  only  44 
per  cent  from  29  other  states  and  five 
foreign  countries. 

The  Southwestern  Seminary  enrolls 
641  or  46  per  cent  of  Its  students  from 
Texas  alone  while  the  other  two  sem¬ 
inaries  receive  only  27  students  from 
this  state.  It  is  evident  that  the  proxi¬ 
mity  of  the  seminary  Is  a  deciding 
factor  In  student  attendance. 

This  raises  the  question  of  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  our  seminaries:  where  they 
are  and  where  others  ought  to  be. 

A  triangle  connecting  our  three 
seminaries  shows  they  are  respectively 
540,  730  miles,  and  905  miles  apart. 
And  they  are  all  in  the  eastern  half 
of  our  convention  territory. 

But  both  Louisville  and  New  Or¬ 
leans  are  600  miles  from  the  Atlantic 
Ocean.  Here  Is  a  territory  600  by  1200 
miles  without  a  Baptist  seminary. 

But  look  at  the  West.  From  Los 
Angeles,  California  to  the  Southwest¬ 
ern  Seminary  Is  1,449  miles,  to  New 
Orleans  Seminary  is  1,942  miles,  and 
to  Southern  Seminary  Is  2,215  miles — 
that  is  as  the  crow  flies;  and  few  Bap¬ 
tist  preachers  fly  that  way,  especially 
when  there  are  plenty  of  non-Baptist 
and  mushroom  institutions  close  by.
